The ſame cane 1 ION of error in 
tranſeribing exiſted before the time when 
the moſt ancient of the verſions we have 
were made, or the oldeſt of the manuſcripts 
now extant were written : and thoſe cauſes 
may have produced errors and corruptions in 
the text, for the correction of which it would 
be in vain to expect any help from thoſe 
ſources; ſo that nothing more can be at- 
tempted in thoſe places than conjectural 
emendations: but theſe (if they be founded 
on principles drawn from an attentive and 
accurate conſideration of the cauſes that 
have produced ſuch errors as have been de- 


tected by the examination of manuſcripts, or

as yet in any manuſcript ; for it may be diſ- 
covered in the very next that is inſpected. 
But, if one or two ancient copies ſupport a 
reading, that from other reaſons appears to 
be probable, it may then be fairly n 
to be genuine. 


The ancient verſions were made by men 
who were not inſpired. The Septuagint and A. 
Arabic verſion of the Pfalms ſeem to have 
been the performances of Jews, who may u.. 
eaſily be ſuppoſed to have been biaſſed, in 5 
their rendering of ſome paſſages, by Jewiſh - 
prejudices. * Yet ſtill thofe verſions are of ie DT 
great uſe very often in aſcertaining the true lg 
reading and ſenſe of the text. The Syriac ver-

Probably the Apoſtles uſed the ſame liberty, 
in quoting paſſages from the Old Teſtament, 
that other writers do when they cite works Pg 
written in a different language from that 
which they themſelves are uſing : that is, 
they quoted in ſome places the very words 
of the law and the prophets, in their original 
language; and, in others, cited them in a | 
more looſe and leſs preciſe manner, weaving 
into their writings the ſubſtance and ſenſe of 
the paſſages they referred to, expreſſed either 
in the Hebrew or Greek language. But 
when Hebrew was found, in after times, to 
be leſs commonly underſtood in the Chriſtian

Many paſſages of ſcripture, which allude 
to ancient manners, may be explained, and 
receive great light, from an attention to the 
modern cuſtoms of the ſame country; for 
there is not that rapid change and variation 
in faſhions and the way of living among the .

any other clue to guide us in tracing the 
drift and intention of many of them, than 
ſuch as · a cloſe attention to the matter and 
ſtructure of the compoſitions themſelves fur- 
niſhes. Therefore in tranſlating them this 
muſt conſtantly be given; and thus ſome

The reſtoration of the diviſion into alter- 


nate parts in thoſe odes, which were deſigned 
to be ſung in the reſponſive way, ſhould be 
attempted; for it will conduce much to re- 
move obſcurities, if it can any where be ef- 
fected, many difficulties having ariſen merely 
from the loſs of this diviſion, and the intro- 
duction of that into commata (or verſes, as

If any one doubt of this, 
let him take a chorus from the Athaliah of 
Racine, let him neglect the method in which 


the author meant it ſhould be divided into 
parts, and the verſification; and let him ſplit 


it into a number of ſcraps of one ſentence 
or half a one each, without regard to the 
ſenſe or grammatical conſtruction; he will

Many of theſe rules and principles will be 

| perceived. to have been before ſuggeſted and 
made uſe of by two authors of diſtinguiſhed 
fame and merit; and indeed it is almoſt impoſ- 
 fible for any one to attempt to give a tranſla- 
tion of any part of the Old Teſtament (if he 
with to improve on the Engliſh verſion at 
preſent in uſe) without adopting the me- 
thod pointed out by the penetration, judg- 
ment and profound critical {kill of. the late 
Dr. Lowth, and making uſe of the great diſ- 
coveries of Dr. Kennicott. 


"MW Some of the rules here offered, it muſt 
0 be confeſſed, do not come recommended by
